Messrs. H. H. Lloyd & Co., of this city, have commenced the publication 
of a French monthly magazine, titled La Fleur de Lis. It is edited by Mes- 
dames Sawyer and Le Sage. The contents are chiefly selected from the 
works of distinguished French authors, and designed to render readers 
familiar with the various styles of composition in French. This magazine 
will be very useful to students of that language.—Commercial Advertiser. 


The first newspaper in North America was printed in Boston, in 1690. 
Only one iy Ae that paper is known to be in existence. It was deposited 
in the State Paper Office in London, and is about the size of an ordinary 
sheet of letter paper. It was stopped bythe Government. The Boston News- 
Letter was the first regular paper. It was issued in 1704, and was printed 
by John Allan, in Pudding lane. The contents of some of the early numbers 
are very peculiar. It has a speech of Queen Anne to Parliament, delivered 
one hundred and twenty days previously, and this was the latest news from 


England.

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Mrs. Jameson complains, in a letter to the Atheneum, that her popular 
little work, “ Memoirs of the Early Italian Painters,” has been re-published 
by Mr. Murray, at an advanced price, and without any opportunity for the 
corrections the authoress was desirous to make having been afforded to her. 
Mr. Murray’s reply amounts simply to this,—that he is not the proprietor of 
the copyright, but only nominally the publisher. The dispute, which ap- 
pears to be quite amicable, is one of a class which must occasionally arise as 
the relative rights and positions of authors and publishers come to be more 
and more discussed, as they undoubtedly will, the more completely literature 
is acknowledged as an honorable and regular profession ; and authors must 
not forget, when they are, or fancy themselves aggrieved, that a little care in 
the beginning will, in nine cases out of ten, absolutely prevent such matters 
of dispute arising. If the transfer of literary property were as carefully 
looked to as that of other property, and the contingencies likely to arise out 
of the profitable treatment of copyrights provided for, both authors and pub- 
lishers would find themselves on firmer ground, and many unpleasant dis- 
putes would be avoided. 


The British Museum has recently become possessed of some not unim- 
scree manuscripts, known for the last few months as “The Bentinck 
apers.” They fill three or four large chests, and the price for which they 
have been purchased is under £200. They have been obtained from the 
family residénce of some members of the Bentinck family at Varel, near Ol- 
denburg, and may be said to extend over a period not far short of a century, 
commencing with the opening of the reign of William the Third, when the 
first Earl of Portland came into this country and was raised to the Peerage. 
It seems that the portion of the family remaining in Germany kept up a con- 
stant correspondence with persons about the Court of London, and the many 
letters are full of curious news and minute particulars. One of the oldest 
documents is King William’s patent to the first Earl of Portland, dated the 
9th of April, 1689. The library of printed books at Varel having been dis- 
persed (the arrival of one of them, the volume of Shakspeare’s ‘“‘ Sonnets,” 
4to., 1609, in this country we noticed at the time), it was not thought worth 
while to keep the manuscripts longer in Germany, and they were, therefore, 
sent forsale to England.— Atheneum. 


The sale by auction of the Duplicates of the Royal Library at Munich, 
referred to in our “ Gossip” some weeks back, took place at Augsburg, on the 
3d of May, the sale continuing the whole week. The great rarity of many 
of the books for sale attracted, as was to be expected, ‘much atten- 
tion, and on Monday morning when the sale began, there were assembled 
booksellers from all quarters of Europe. From England we noticed Messrs. 
Boone and Quaritch, of London, and Stark, of Hull; from Paris, Messrs. 
Vieweg and E. Tross; and from Germany there were all the principal an- 
tiquarian booksellers, as Asher and Stargardt from Berlin, Baer from Frank- 
fort, Weigel from Leipzig, and many others, We quote in Prussian florins the 
prices of some of the principal works, A slightly defective copy on paper of 
the Mazarine Bible sold for 2,336 florins, bought for the Emperor of Russia — 
Latin Bible, undated, but supposed 1465, by Berthold and Richel, 220 fl— 
A suite of early editions of the Bible, in German, followed: the first (see 
Ebert, "267 fl. ; the second, 360 fl. ; the third, imperfect, 30 fl. ; the fifth, 130 
fl.; the sixth, or first dated,edition, Augsburg, 1477, 300 fl.; the seventh, 95 
fl.; the ninth, 111 fl.; and the tenth, 115 fl.—A second volume only of the 
first Low Saxon Bible brought 334 fl.—Castilla Concionero, 1527, imperfect, 
580 fl._—Percival and Tyturel, 1477, 246 fl.—Balbi Catholicon, by Fust, 1460, 
on paper, 671 fl. ; and the same edition, on vellum, 4,410 fl.—Thomas-a-Kem- 

is, first edition, undated, 100 fl.—Ciceronis de Officiis, by Fust, 1465, a 

eautifal copy on vellum, 1,950 fl—Missale Ratisboniense, 1518, on vellum, 
imperfect, 710 fl—Dante a Landino, 1481, 235 fl.—Block Books, Ars Memo- 
randi, 725 fl.—St. Johannis Evangelister, 1st edition, 1,420 fl_—The 3d edition 
of the same curious work, 1,255 fl_—The rare Spanish edition of 1529 of 
Marco Polo, 210 fl._—Jdem. 


The great Catalogue of the British Museum Library, now in progress, 
has just received the important addition of two more letters, G and H,—the 
former consisting of 88, the latter of 37 folio volumes. Exactly twelve 
months ago, on the opening of the New Room, readers were rejoiced and 
jokers were silenced at finding the first instalment of five letters placed at 
the disposal of the public. They have now completed the seventh letter, 
and although scarcely a third of the whole. we have already 623 volumes. 
These, of course, contain nothing but printed books,—all manuscripts, maps, 
newspapers, &c., having separate Catalogues. For the printed books, whose 
titles or authors’ names belong to a part of the alphabet later than the letter 
G, the reader must still search through the two large Catalogues and the 
four smaller ones of the King’s Library, King’s Pamphlets and Greenville 
Collections,—and the effect of the recent additions which comprise all these, 
as far as they go, is to enable the reader to find a book, or to decide that no 
copy is in the Library after one search,—no small convenience, as all readers 
know, in’so large acollection. At the present rate, we may hope in ten years 
to see the completion of the great catalogue in 2,000 folio volumes.—/dem. 


Tennyson has added about one hundred and fifty lines to ‘‘ Maud,” ex- 
planatory of the plot, and restored the ‘Charge, of the Light Brigade,” to 
something like its former reading. The alterations will be found only in the 
last blue and-gold edition of his poems. iin 


Tt is said that the MS. of a novel by Sir Charles Napier, (the conqueror 
of Seinde) called Haro'd, the Last of the Saxon Kings, has just. come to light. 
The ground occupied is the same as that of Sir Edward Bulwer’s romance, 
and it is said that there is even gn identity in certain of the characters.

There was a report current some time ago that Jules Gérard, the lion- 
slayer, had been devoured by his feline enemies. We are happy to see that 
it was unfounded. M. Gérard has just sailed from Marseilles on a hunting 
expedition to Africa, accompanied by several sportsmen, among whom is the 
Russian Count Branicki. 

It is stated in the French newspapers that M. Thiers is about to write his 
memoirs; but, instead of being so voluminous as those of M. Guizot, they will 
be comprised in a single volume, and will bear the title of “Simple Notes.” 


M. Brizeaux, who some years ago was considered one of the most brilliant 
poets of modern France, but whose popularity subsequently declined greatly, 
has just died at Montpellier. He was a native of Brittany, and his principal 
works, “ Marie,” “ Les Bretons,” and “ Primel et Nola,” were written to cel- 
ebrate the savage beauties of his native province, and the virtues of its peo- 
ple. He passed all his life in poverty, and died in distress. 


The University of Berlin has sustained an irreparable loss in the sudden 
death of Johannes Miiller, one of the greatest physiological scholars of the 
age. He was born in 1801 in Coblentz, and since 1833 has been attached to 
the University of Berlin; but his fame as a writer and scholar has spread far 
beyond the limits of his own country. Though always subject to attacks of 
the brain, brought on most likely from over-work, he had gone to bed seem- 
ingly in his usual health. In the morning he was found by his son quite 


dead.

T. B. Pererson & Broruers publish a new novel by Mrs. Ann S. Stephens, 
entitled “ Mary Derwent.” 
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A. D. F. Ranvotrn favors us with a copy of “ Church Melodies: a collec- 
tion of Psalms and Hymns, with appropriate Music; for the use of Congre- 
gations,” by Thomas Hastings and Thomas S. Hastings, The compilers ob- 
serve: “ The object of the present work is to promote congregational and 
gocial singing. It is intended to be used in the church, in the lecture- 
room, and in the family. It is not designed to supersede books already in- 
troduced, but rather to be used in connection with them; yet its contents 
are sufficiently varied and full to meet the wants of congregations that have 
not been previously supplied, or that desire a change. Great care has been 
exercised to avoid adding to the endless variety of readings which unhappily 
prevail in the current Psalmody. The selection of Psalms and Hymns has 
been made with much study and labor. Those which have already secured 
a hold upon the affections of the chureh have been carefully gathered; and 
numerous additions from recent sources, it is thought, will add greatly to the 
value of the work. The variety of topics is ample and rich. The hymns 
could not be arranged according to their subjects, without neglecting the 
imperative claims of musical adaptation, The number and character of in- 
ices will obviate the apparent inconvenience of such an arrangement. Much 
labor has been bestowed upon the Jndex of Subjects, which will be found 
specially copious and available. In the selection of the music, the aim has 
been to aveid extremes, and to secure adaptation, variety, and availability. 
Large numbers in our congregations can read plain music at sight, and will 
gladly join in the exercises of praise if the tunes are before them. A choir is 
needed to lead the congregation. It is desirable that during the winter 
months, the congregation should have occasional rehearsals, with such in- 
struction as they shall seem to require. That the work may be useful in 
promoting the spirit of praise in the church, and in the home circle, is the 
earnest hope of the Compilers.” From the same publisher we have also a copy 
of “The Child of Prayer: a Father’s Memorial to the Rev. Dudley A. Tyng, 
A. M.,” by Stephen H. Tyng, D.D 

D. Appieton & Co. reprint from the fifth London edition, “A Handy 


Book on Property Law; in a Series of Letters,” by Lord St. Leonards who 
says in an introductory letter: “ It is, unquestienably, a matter of profound 


regret, that so large a proportion of contracts, respecting estates, should need - 


litigation. It is equally to be regretted that, however desirous the man of pro- 
perty may be to understand the effect of his daily contracts, there is no source 
to which he can apply for the desired information. You ask me to remove the 
cause of your complaint, and, in particular, to point out the precautions to 
which you should attend in selling, buying, mortgaging, leasing, settling, and 
devising estates. You express, besides, a desire to know something in a 
popular way of the nature of the different interests in property, and of the 
mutual rights of yourself, and your wife, and your power over your children, 
which would lead me to introduce the new law of divorce to your notice. 
You further ask me to give you some general hints as to your conduct in the 
character of a trustee or executor, which may keep you from harm. In short 
you want in the form of familiar letters, what is now so much in vogue, a 
work upon an interesting subject calculated ‘for the million,’ whom I should 
be happy to assist ; such a work, whileit imparts knowledge, may perchance 
beguile a few hours.”

I have examined a portion of the proof-shects, and have had the 
opportunity of personally knowing how carefully and conscientiously the authors have 
carried on the workthroughout. Their book retains Ingerslev’s perspicuous arrangement ; 
but in point of etymological matter, of attention to proper names, of discrimination in the 
general use of the material, and of adaptation to the wants of students, it is far in advance 
of its German prototype. The work ought to find its way at once into all our classical 
schools, and into the lower college classes.
